In the Annual Reports of Vital Statistics published by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics the 
slassification of births by locality is according to the place in which the birth occurred. Tabulations 
are also included, however, showing the mumber of births to non-resident mothers for cities and towns of 
5,000 pooulation and over. 


In view of the povpulation data rendered available by the Census of 1931 it was decided to 
make a special tabulation of births according to residence of mother covering the three years 1930-32. 
fhe present report contains the details of this tabulation and the rates which have been computed therefrom. 


Te tabulation has been limited to cities and towns of 5,000 popnlation and over and the rem 
ining parts of counties or census divisions treated as a unit. The decision to adopt 5,000 as the minimm 
population for urban mnicipalities in the present instance was largely dictated by the unreliability of the 
statement of residence for small towns, particularly in view of the tendency of rural residents in many 
sases to give Post Office addresses instead of actual residence, 


In general the mnicipality given on the certificate as the place of residence (usual place 
xf abode) has been accepted for this report, but in the case of the larger cities and their suburbs use has 
been made of street indexes constructed for this purpose. 


With regard to institutions, the census definition of residence has been followed. This def- 
inition treats inmates of all institutions excent medical hospitals as residents of the locality in which 
the institution is situated. It will be seen that this matter, which has considerable importance for deaths, 
1as little for births so long as the births to women whose confinements take place in hospitals are referred 
back to the ordinary residence of these women. 


A difficulty in assigning births to the residence of the mother arises in the Province of 
quebec in connection with the créches, particularly those on Montreal Island and in the cities of Quebec and 
Three Rivers. In most cases the birth certificates from these créches contain no information as to the 
residence of the mother, and the birth mst accordingly be credited to the locality in which the creche is 
situated. 


COMPUTATION OF BIRTH RATES 


In Table I of the General Tables, the births by residence of mother for each city, town or 
remaining part of county or census division have been averaged for the three years 1930-32, and crude birth 
rates have been computed on the Census population as of June lst, 1931. 


. Standardized birth rates have also been computed for each of these units in the following 
lanner t= 

(a) Expected birth rates have been computed by listing the female population of each unit between 
she 15th and 50th birthday by five year age-groups and applying to each age-group the average birth rate for 
what group obtaining in the Dominion as a whole over the three years 1930-32, then summing the births thus 
somputed for the various age-groups and dividing the sum by the total population of the unit.

STANDARDIZATION FOR FERTILITY WITHIN MARRIAGE 


It will be observed that the method of standardization described above is based on the compari- 
fton of the actual mmber of births in a given unit or group of units with the mumber which might be expected 
f’rom the provortion of females, whether married or unmarried, in each of the child-bearing groups of ages, and 
ya@kes no account of the maritel condition of these females. Had the Canadian rates which were used as an index 
jeen only those for legitimate births, and had these been applied only to the mumber of married women in each 
junit or group, we would have a standardized rate measuring the fertility within marriage. 


| The census data of age by conjugal condition, which is required for such computation, was avail- 
}ible only for cities of 30,000 and over. This second method of standardization has therefore only been applied 
jo such cities, and the expected and standardized. birth rates so obtained are shown in Table B hereunder.

Wherever the standardized rate of a city in Table B is above the standardized rate for the same 
city in Table A, it indicetes that the marital condition of the women of child-bearing ages in that city is 
more unfavourable from the standpoint of births than in Canada as a whole. Thus the city of Ottawa shows a 
standardized rate of only 15.8 in Table A, but this rate is raised to 21.2 in Table B, The difference between 
these rates reflects the fact that Ottawa contains a very unusual proportion of ummarried women at the child- 
bearing ages, due to the large proportion of female employees in the Civil Service. A similar pronounced 
relationship between the two rates exists in the city of Quebec, where tne standardized rate in Table A is 
27.4 and in Table B 40.8. On the other hand, the city of Hamilton, which has a standardized rate of 17.1 in 
fable A shows a standardized rate of 17.0 in Table B. Here evidently the marital condition of the female popu 
lation of child-bearing ages is abont as favourable to high fertility as in the country taken as a whole. It 
may be interesting to compere the proportion of married females at the child-bearing ages in the cities of 
Hamilton, Ottawa and Quebec with the corresponding proportion in Canada taken as a whole.
